Ince by the Lord we were called, choſen, and ſeparated 
to be his People, and had unto us committed the word 
of Reconciliatiog , and ſince his eternal Power broke 
forth and was manifeſt amengſt us, hath he done great 
things in the Earth; for he hath prepared his way, and 
— made it plain before the face of all people, by the appear- 
ance and teſtimony of his eternal light in their hearts: which 
hath not only there ſhined, but is broken forth into a life of Righ- 
teouſneſs in many whom the Lord bath accounted worthy to be 
his Servants in his work, to raiſe up a ſeed unto Faceb, and ta 
ther the diſperſed of Iſrael and Juda, (both Jews and Gentiles) 
Giro the Covenant of Light and Life with the Father, from 
whence thez are erred by tranſgreſſion: and for the accompliſh- 
ing of this Work and Service hath. the Lord furniſhed us with 
Spiritual Weapons, to war even againſt Spiritual wickedneſſe 
in high places ,2 Cor. 10.4, 5. And againſt the Rulers of the Dark- 
nefle-ob<riswortld; Fpbrſ.

Aud it is to be oblerved as the Lords dong aud ordering 
by his mighty Pon er, that within theſe eigkt years, ſince 
we have been perſecuced and cruelly uſod for the name and 
Teſtimony of Jeſus , and the Anſwer of a pure ©onſcitnee, 
there hath been twelve Changes of Government in this Nation 
which have all of them more or leſſe been ginlcie of our 
Sufferings , either in acting againſt us, or in ſuffering others 
to act cruelly , and not endeavouring to reſtrain _ 
when they had power in their hands to =. F ic, and the ſuſfer- 
ings laid before them, who ſuffered for Righteouſneſſe (ake; 
ſo that they could not plead Ignorance, but was left with- 
out excuſe, which now in the day of their miſery and tri- 
bulation ſome of them do conſider it when their time is no 
more. 


1. As firſt in the time of the Long · Parliament, in the year 
x nn by although many pretended, fome prayed, and ſome 
r Liberty of Conſcience in *.

O. C.) but they did nothing to take off the weight of oppret- 
on in the Nation, neither in Spiritual nor Civil things,” for 
Pride and the deceiptfulaefſe of Riches entred into their 
hearts, that they didhot regard nor ſer thethſelve; wholly to 
do that which the Lord did require of them, although they 
were warned of God in their time, yet the Yoke of the op- 
preſſor was not taken away, but under it the Nation groaned, 
and they wrought no deliverance in the earth. 


3. Then the Little Parliament fac inthe fame year, anil 
there was a plant of Rigliteouſneſſe (tending towards ſome e- 
quity and freedom) ſpringing up in them, but the ſtrength 
of decęipt and ſubtilty in others, did Quench it before it 
brought forth any thing to'perfe&ion, and in that time the 
Prieſts fierce perſecuting Zeal, was ſo inflamed,that many Pe- 
titions from ſeveral parts of the Nation was preſented (againſt 


fie Quakers) to the: Parliament, and their continttatclamor, 


Petitions and Addreſſes (and they being regarded and'hark- 
ned unto ) was one cauſe of the continnaiice of the Nations 
bondage and ppreſſion, and God never proffered ſuch as re- 
ceived chem into their Councils or gave herd th their re- 
ports, but a Curſe and Deſtriiction alwaies follbwed them in 
their undertakings, whoſe ear was open unts ſuch things. 
Aud in the time of this Power and Government, was perſecu- 
tion cout iuued aboyt Religiog, though much was pret emed 
to the contrary they allo werewarned, and wileh confhlelfes 
in their day, and (owes left HK icthour cx e.

4. Again in the ſame year was (0. C.) made Protector 
. who had his day, and po er in ius hand to have done good,

ple, into the hands of finners. And inſteed of removing Perſe: 

cution, he cauſed new Atﬀtsto be made to Perſecute hy, and fo 
brought a Ghitſelipon Rimſelſ aff Pally, aid Tribitlartion 
upon thoſe chat truſted in him: Andthe L. rd d'often vifit 
him with ' reproofs and inſtruttione, umtill he hardened his 
heart againſt all reproof, and then was he given up ofthe Lord, 
and of his People; to his appointed end, as an Fvample to all 
Hypocritesand Treacher dus use 1 
5. Again his ſecond Parliament was called, and ſat in the 
year 165 4. in their daies was not the Land eaſed, nor freed 
from its bondage, and when they had let in the Prieſts Spirit, 
end was inſenled againſt the Truth, and intending to, make 
Laws to Perſecite; then were they broken, and their poker 
taken from them, who in their day was warned, but did not 
the thing which the Lord required of them. | 


6. Oliver's 3d. Parliament, which conſiſted of two Houſes, 
fat in the year 1657. they more than any of the reſt, did draw 
back into that which they had declared againſt, and they let 
in the Priefts Perſecuting Spirit, and ma ws for Perſecu- 
tion, and many were Impriſoned in the time of their Govern- 
ment, becauſe for Conſcience ſake they could not pay Tithes 
to the Hireling Prieſts, and becauſe they could not Swear, con- 
trary to Chriſts command, Mat. 5. And they had many warn- 
ings and admonitions from the Lord, which they rejected, 
and ſo the Lord rejected them, as from doing his work, 


7- Then Richard Cromwell in the year 1658. was made Pro- 
tettor, whom the Prieſts flockt to, as their Rock of defence, 
that he as their Foſh1a might lead them into their promiſed 
Land; which'was but a Benefice of Titties 'or Augmentations, 
their prayed for Inheritance; and they told him that the Goſs 
pel was bound up in him, and ſo did cleave unto him by Flats 
teries, as they did unto all the reſt before him for their own 
ends, but the ſuftering Ted of God, ö 
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Ain was not ſet free; who freely declared unto him the word 
of the Lord, and inſtructions fromthe Almighty before his 
day was over. 


| 8. And again his Parliament ſate in the year ( 265g. ) 
== they continued and did not freethe Suffgrers, and impriſon- 
3 ed ones, who ſuffered only for the worſhip of their God, 
and for the exerciſe of a good Conſcience; but they went 
on ſwiftly in the way of their deſtruction, to impoſe Wor- 
ſhips upon People, and to decree unrighteous Decrees : and 
upon that Rock of Religion, they were broken as others 
had been before them, though they were exhorted to 
righteouſne(s , and told of the evil that did come upon

9. The gth. Government was again the Long- Parliament, 
who came in with great Pretences, and Reſolutions and | 
Proteſtations to make this Nation a Free-Commonwealth, f 
not only in name but in nature; And they begun well, and 


to call the Priſoners up to London who tuffered for Con- 
ſcience ſake, and freed lome of them: and many of them 
intended to take away that great Oppreſſion of Tithes, where- 

0 by much deceipt , and many Deceivers are held up in the 
Nation: and then the Prieſts rage was kindled againft them, 
and they curſed them in their Pulpits , aud preached up- 
war againſt them, and themſelves get Horſes ; Piſtols and 
Swords to fight for their Tithes and Maintenance: and when | 
they were routed, then they again petitioned che Parliament, 
ſome begging pardon, and ſome pleading not guilty :-and *\* 
the Parliament was ſo blind, that upon their Difimulation 

ar they let in the Priefts aga in; and begun to gratifie the Prieſts, 
and eſtabliſh Tithes ; and then the Wrath of God broke forth? 
againſt them, and their Deſtruction was prophecyeg'vf,, and 
told them that it ſhould ſhortly eome upon them, as it came 
to paſſe : becauſe they would nut receive the Lords Counſel *|! 
in their day. F

10. Then the Armie and Committee of Safety ( ſo called) 
f Wo had | 
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did not improve as they might have debe for the liberty of _ 

the Subjects: neither did they receive that counſebfrom © 
the Lord which would have opened their underſtandings how 
to have ruled for him „ but with corrupt reaſonings mom 
themſelves perverted one another, and confounded their own 
work, reaſoning out the good and honeſt intentions of ſome 
that was amongſt them, untill they all became as a heap of 
Confuſion, and their work broken to pieces.
